Don't Go to USSR 


To the Editor: 
This is a letter to warn anv 
tourist who wants to make a 


short trip to the Soviet Union. 
Don't even try—uniess youre 
prepared to meet some weird 
circumstances, 

On Aug. 17, I was supposed 
t. sall from Yokohama on the 
Russian ship Mojhaisky for the 
Siberian-Russian port of Nakho 
dka. From there | was to go to 
Khabarovek by rail, then to 
Irkutsk by plane and then back 


to Khabarovsk and Nakhodka 
and Yokohama. Intourist (the 
Soviet tourist agency) okayed 


this specific trip, so | made the 
regular arrangements with their 
agent in Tokvo and paid for the 


fivediay trip ticket and ship 
passage. 

I was assured that, after In- 
tourist permission was given, 


getting a Russian visa was a 
formality. So | went to the 
Soviet Embassy in Tokvo with 
my passport, trip-tickets, etc. 
and they told me to return in 
a few davs. I did so and, lo 
and behold, the Russians would 
mot issue a visa for the tip. 
No explanation was given be- 
yond the statement that “all 
tourists going to the Soviet 
Union must now go to Moscow.” 
Since this would add over $200 
to the trip and give me only 
nine hours in Moscow, it was 
the same as refusing a_ visa. 
and this—after Intourist had al- 
ready approved the original 
trip: 

I don’t know why the trip was 
refused. I can only guess that 
the Russians are asuamed of 
their country and cont want 
foreigners to see any part of it 
without Intourist Moscow to 
“guide” them. It's been obvious 
for vears In the United Nations 
and elsewhere that the Russians 
lie on big, international matters. 


Now it's obvious that they also 
lie in small, personal matters 
too. So. any tourist who con- 


templates a trip to the USSR, 
be warned—approval by Intour- 
ist means nothing—just another 
Russian agreement to be broken 
if desired In short, in small 
wavs as well as big, the Russt- 
ans are liars.

Scientists recognize the pres- 
ence of many valuable chemi 
cals in the piant, but are wary 
about its claim of being health- 
sustaining and death-cdefving. 

Rut kuko-tea drinkers have 
faith in their daily drink and 
their number is increasing.
